WASHINGTON 
The I nit cd States is now in a show­ 
down with communism on two continents 
In both lases there has been criticism 
of this country In both cases President 
Johnson did a lot of explaining 
In Asia the climax came slowly, start­ 
ing hack in the 1950s with aid for the 
South Vietnamese government Then this 
country sent military “ advisers " Now 
U.S. forces in Viet Nam are totally at 
war with the Communists 
The pace was lots faster in L a t i n 
America, starting as a rescue mussion 
last Wednesday and bv Sunday night be­ 
coming a struggle against Communists in 
the Dominican Republic 
When Johnson went on nationwide tel*- 
vision and radio last Wednesday night to 
explain why he was sending Marines into 
the revolt - torn Dominican Republic, he 
said the reason was to rescue Americans 
He said nothing about communism 
Rut very quickly administration sources, 
unnamed, were being quoted as saying 
they were suspicious that Fidel Castro had 
a hand in the rebellion 
The revolt, begun by some young army 
officers, was against the three - ma n 
junta which, never elected bv the people, 
had been running the countrv since 1963 
when the elected president. Juan Bosch. 
was thrown out 
He had been the first freely elected 
president since dictator Rafael Trujillo 
took over the country as his private do­ 
main in 19JO He was assassinated in 19*11 
Between then and Bosch’s election in 
early 1963 there had been four govern­ 
ments and unrest The armv - h a c k e d 
junta which tossed out Bosch tore up the 
constitution and disbanded the Congress 
At first the United States suspended dip­ 
lomatic relations but within a few months 
lifted the suspension and since that time 
has put more than $69 million in aid into 
the Dominican Republic, run by the junta 


THE YOUNG ARMY officers’ revolt 
last week got twisted when navv and air­ 
force leaders turned against them The 
revolt wasn't crushed but got worse The 
rebels were demanding the return of 
Bosch 
More American troops were sent into 
the republic after Johnson's Wednesday 
♦alk. On Friday he went on the air again, 
explaining again the troops had been sent 
in to protect Americans But this time he 
added a new element. 


He said 
there are signs that p e opl e 
trained outside the iVvmimcan Republic 
aie seeking to gain control" of the revolu­ 
tion He still didn t mention Communists. 
But he got i lose to it 
He said the United States would “ never 
depart from its commitment for the pres­ 
ervation of the right of all the free people 
of this hemisphere to choose their own 
course without tailing prey to internation­ 
al conspiracy from any quartet ’’ 
There was a good deal of unfavorable 
reaction around the world to the Anencan 
action and particularly in Latin America 
where there were demonstrations in Chile 
and Panama 


IF THE REVOLT was crushed the 
right 
wing junta would still be running 
the show in the Dominican Republic 
Then last Saturdav night at ll o'clock 
Johnson issued a statement saving, with­ 
out mentioning Trujillos name, that no 
one wanted to return to the brutal dicta­ 
torship of the past. 
Meanwhile, unnamed sources within tile 
administration were telling newsmen that 
about 58 prominent Communists or sup­ 
porters of Castro were directing the rebel 
fighting 
And in the Dominican Republic a for­ 
mer I’ S ambassador. John R.artlnw Mar­ 
tin. said he was convinced the uprising 
had been completely taken over by Cas- 
trolite Communists He wouldn t explain 
any further 
Rut the Washington Post correspondent 
there said many foreign diplomats in the 
Dominican Republic thought the Commu­ 
nists taking part in the revolt represent­ 
ed the noisiest element but had no dom­ 
inant influence in it. 
The United States continued to send in 
troops until by Sunday night it had 9.500 
there Sunday night Johnson, as if trying 
to answer critics anywhere went on the 
air again, this time for a half hour 
He explained all over again the troons 
went in to rescue Americans hut now he 
finally reached the point of linking com­ 
munism to the revolt He said they had 
taken it over Many. he said. without men­ 
tioning a number, had been trained in 
Cuba. 
Now. he said, the American goal in the 
Dominican Republic is "to help prevent 
another Communist slate in this hemi­ 
sphere."

LONDON (AP) - B r i t i s h 
Prim e Minister Harold Wilson 
opened the Sou theast Asia Trea­

Wilson Asks 
Peace Talks 


LONDON (AP» - B r i t i s h 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
opened the Southeast Asia Trea­ 
ty 
Organization’s 
ministerial 
conference today with a call for 
“an honorably negotiated settle­ 
ment’’ of the war in South Viet 
Nam 


He appealed for the same sort 
of settlement of the explosive 
Indonesian-Malaysian dispute. 
“Both situations constitute a 
serious threat to peace and both 
urgently need to be ended,” the 
British leader said. 
Wilson said the countries of 
Southeast Asia, once colonial 
but now independent, “should 
be left alone to follow their own 
path toward peace and free­ 
dom 
“Independence means more 
than freedom from British rule 
or from the rule of any other 
former colonial power," said 
Wilson. 
“It 
means 
freedom 
from aggressive outside inter­ 
ference ” 


Britain is supporting the new 
Federation of Malaysia against 
Indonesia. Wilson pointed out 
that the British government has 
more soldiers in Southeast Asia 
today than any other non-Asian 
country. 


But he said if Malaysia and 
the Asian members of SEATO 
told Britain that they no longer 
needed her help, “nobody would 
be more pleased than the Brit­ 
ish government and the British 
people.” 
“We must work for negotiat­ 
ed settlements that will bring 
lasting peace to the area, to 
Viet Nam, no less than to Ma­ 
laysia.” said Wilson 
The U.S. delegation, led by 
Undersecretary of State George 
Ball, intended to press for fur­ 
ther Allied assistance to pre­ 
vent a Communist takeover in 
South Viet Nam

IF YOUR youngster after two 
or three years of age strongly 
resists going to bed. he may 
get up in bed and walk about 
or shak e the crib after you 
leav e Later on he may climb 
out of it and come to you He 
may also call to you repeatedly 
to come to him.

Shelves Need 
Firm Support 


By ANDY LANG

Sooner or later, you're going 
♦o have to put up a shelf. Wheth­ 
er it stays up indefinitely de­ 
pends on whether it is properly 
supported. 
The types of shelves used in 
the home fall into three categor­ 
ies; fixed, adjustable and can- 
tilevered 
Fixed shelves are those which 
are fastened permanently; ad- 
justables are those which can be 
moved easily at any time with­ 
out changing the supports; can 
tilevers are those which a re 
supported without any sides or 
uprights, such as the kind you 
install against a wall. 
If you're building a cabinet 
you can fasten the shelves by 
cutting grooves or dadoes into 
the sides and placing the shelves 
into them, using nails, screws 
or adhesive. 
Or you can merely place wood 
en cleats along the sides, rest 
ing the shelves on them Or you 
can make simple butt joints 
setting the edges of the shelves 
against the sides and attaching 
them. 
This latter method is the eas 
iest, but is not recommended 
when the shelves must support 
very much weight 
When you're adding shelves to 
a cabinet that already has been 
built, the grooved method is out 
And the butted joints are not 
practical, since you have to 
hammer or screw into the out­ 
side of the cabinet. 
You can still use the cleats 
or you can use adjustable metal 
supports. These consist of metal 
uprights that are screwed to the 
sides of the cabinet — if the 
sides have enough thickness to 
support screws. 
The uprights have openings 
along the entire strip, into which 
metal support clips are inserted 
By changing the position of these 
clips, heights of the shelves can 
be changed quickly and easily 
Whether you will be using a 
dear finish or paint on the 
shelves, it’s a good idea to take 
care of this part of the job be­ 
fore the shelves are installed. 
It’s also wise, if you are put­ 
ting any edging or molding on 
the shelves, to do it ahead of 
time. 
The adjustable metal supports 
also can be used for installing 
cantilevered shelves, which are 
not placed inside a cabinet and 
have no side walls to support 
them. 
In this case, the metal up­ 
rights are placed flat against 
the wall at the desired distances, 
with the clips facing outward 
rather than toward each other, 
as in a cabinet. 
Ordinary wooden or m e t a l 
ahelf brackets, or angle irons, 
are the most common supports 
for shelves placed 
against 
wall. 
Some persons object to their 
appearance, especially when the 
shelves are fairly high and the 
supports are clearly 
visible 
But others believe that t he y 
enhance the installation, just as 
some persons are highly in fa­ 
vor of exposed ceiling beams. 
Whether you use screws, tog­ 
gle bolts, mollys or any other 
type of fastener for wall shelves, 
get them a size larger than you 
think necessary. Shelves have a 
way of accumulating mo r e 
weighty objects than were or­ 
iginally planned for them. 
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BREAKING SPACE INTO SEGMENTS to control sight lines created this lovely yard. Close

The view controls are sim­ 
ply devices that direct the eye 
around the yard, creating a 
variety of scenes View con­ 
trols also contain the va r d 
within boundaries so that its 
identity isn't lost. 


A GARDEN path, a low di­ 
vider screen, perimeter fenc­ 
es, groups of plantings, pergo­ 
las — all or any may be used 
as view controls. Consider 
this plan, for example, which 
can be applied successfully to 
any traditional lawn - and- 
flowers yard 
Beginning at the house 
walls, use foundation plant­ 
ings selected for a variety of 
depth as well as height. The 
depth is important, for no 
straight lines should meet the 
eye here 
Instead, plantings 
should jog in and out. coming 
close to the house with low 


shrubs and flowers under win­ 
dows and swinging out with 
bushy, tall evergreens at win­ 
dow less sections 
Adjacent to doorways, t h e 
beds should open up com ­ 
pletely, p e r h a p s "planted'’ 
with crushed rock and statu­ 
ary, a birdbath, or a low gar­ 
den bench 
Next to the foundation beds, 
lay a narrow strip of lawn, 
then outline it with a garden 
path that zigzags pleasantly 
from the door to its appointed 
end — the garage, tool house, 
patio, or to a tree around 
which the path can turn and 
disappear. 


BORDERING the path part 
way, build another divider, 
this time a simply designed 
screen to add vertical lines. 
The divider screen should 
be about three feet high and 
of an open design 
One-by- 
fours set edge out and widely 
spaced between 2-by-4 rails 
make a pleasing pattern. For 
an even more interesting ef­ 
fect, squares of l-by-6-inch 
lumber could be nailed flat 
side of the divider screen, 
leave a narrow planting strip 
for a very few choice greens, 
then begin the large section of 
lawn, letting it run to the view

Sooner or later, you're Boing 
to have to put up a shelf Wheth­ 
er it stays up indefinitely de­ 
pends on whether it is properly 
supported 
The types of shelves used in 
the home fall into three categor­ 
ies; fixed, adjustable and can­ 
tilevered 
Fixed shelves are those which 
are fastened permanently; ad- 
justables are those which can be 
moved easily at any time with­ 
out changing the supports; can­ 
tilevers are those which a re 
supported without any sides or 
uprights, such as the kind you 
install against a wall 
If you're building a cabinet, 
you can fasten the shelves bv 
cutting grooves or dadoes into 
the sides and placing the shelves 
into them, using nails, screws 
or adhesive 
Or you can merely place wood 
en cleats along the sides, rest­ 
ing the shelves on them Or you 
ran make simple butt joints, 
.setting the edges of the shelves 
against the sides and attaching 
them. 
This latter method is the eas­ 
iest. but is not recommended 
when the shelves must support 
very much weight 
When you're adding shelves to 
a cabinet that already has been 
built, the grooved method is out 
And the butted joints are not 
practical, since you 
have to 
hammer or screw into the out­ 
side of the cabinet 
You can still use the cleats 
or you can use adjustable metal 
supports These consist of metal 
uprights that are screwed to the 
aides of the cabinet — if the 
sides have enough thickness to 
support screws 
The uprights have openings 
•long the entire strip, into which 
metal support clips are inserted 
By changing the position of these 
clips, heights of the shelves can 
be changed quickly and easily 
Whether you will be using a 
clear finish or paint on t h e 
shelves, it s a good idea to take 
care of this part of the job be­ 
fore the shelves are installed 
It s also wise, if you are put­ 
ting any edging or molding on 
the shelves, to do it ahead of 
time. 
The adjustable metal supports 
also can be used for installing 
cantilevered shelves, which are 
not placed inside a cabinet and 
have no side walls to support 
them 
In this case, the metal up­ 
rights are placed flat against 
the wall at the desired distances. 
with the clips facing outward 
rather than toward each other, 
as in a cabinet 
Ordinary wooden or me t a l
